Buhay Discusses 
Housing Problems 

Contends Only Solution 
Lies in Dominion Gov't. 
Subsidising Program 

"The housing problem in Canada 
can be solved only on the basis of 
a Government program of subsi- 
dized housing." This was the con- 
text of an address made to a meet- 
ing on housing sponsored by the 
McGUl L.P.P. Club yesterday by 
City Councillor Michael Buhay. 

Mr. Buhay pointed out that ac- 
cording to the Curtiss report, Can- 
ada needs over 750,000 homes. On 
the basis of existing Income levels, 
the greater part of such housing 
must be built to rent for $25.00 a 
month or less. Private Industry 
cannot build housing for such ren- 
tals and still make a profit. The 
only solution in Canada, as it has 
been in many other countries, not- 
ably the United States and Great 
Britain, is public housing. 

The L.P.P. program, calling for 
the expenditure of one billion dol- 
lars for the construction of 250,000 
homes In a five-year period will 
help to house the many thousands 
of veterans and other Canadians 
now in desperate need of a place 
to live. Moreover, such a program 
would be a great stmlulus'to pri- 
vate building as well as provide 
many thoufands of jobs. 

Pointing to his own district as 
an example of evils resulting from 
poor housing, Mr. Buhay showed 
how high disease rates, crime, and 
juvenile delinquency could be 
directly traced to slum conditions 
and overcrowding.

McGill Teams to Compete 
For Coveted lUDL Trophy 



Two McGill teams will debate 
tomorrow night in an attempt to 
win the coveted lUDL trophy for 
the first time. 

In .Montreal, the team of Ted Hu- 
gcsson and Isadore Rosenfeld will 
uphold tlio nei;ative side of the 
topic, "Resolved tliat every able- 
bodied Canadian youth should serve 
one year's compulsory military 
service," against the Ottawa team 
of Macdonald Caza and Richard 
Parisien. John Dando will act as 
chairman of the meet. The judges 
will be Canon Gower-Rees Arch- 
deacon of St. George's Church, Col. 
Gilbert Staves K.C., prominent 
Montrai barrister, graduate of Ox- 
ford and Mr. R. W. Speirs. Head- 
master of Selwyn House. 

The same topic will be defended 
by a McGill team of Jim Hemens 
and Conrad Shatncr at Bishop's 
College. The winners of the eastern 
section will compete with the wes- 
tern section teams for the champ- 
ionship. 

The lUDL trophy Is emblematic 
of supremacy amongst University 
teams in the debating field. Eight 
colleges have teams entered In the 
competition. Those in the Eastern 



section are McGill, Bishop's Loyola 
and Ottawa. McGill has never as 
yet won this Trophy but the De- 
bating Union Executive has fond 
hopes of annexing the title this 
year. 

Two of the dcbators are veterans 
of lUDL competition. Jim licm- 
mcns was on Loyola debate teams 
for two years and last year repre- 
sented McGill. Isadore Ronsenfeld, 
who is prcfidcnt of the McGill De- 
bating Union also served on last 
year's debating team. 

Conrad Shatncr and Ted Hug- 
gC5.":on have represented McGill in 
Intercollegiate idcbates this year 
having debated as a team against 
a University of Vermont duoa last 
December in Burlington. 

These dcbators were victors in 
the eliminations held early in De- 
cember and have been preparing 
their speeches for the past two 
months.

Changes in Constitution 



Amendments 

Moved by H. A. Richter, Second- 
ed by M. Cayford, Passed by Stu- 
dents' Executive Council. 

Which now reads 

The Secretary-Treasurer shall be 
custodian of all records, ledgers, re- 
ceipts or documents of any nature 
whatsoever belonging to or dealing 
with the nïfairs of the Society. He 
shall receive and deposit all sums 
accruing to the Society, giving re- 
ceipts for the same. 

Shall be amended to read 

The Secretary-Treasurer shall be 
custodian of all records, ledgers, 
receipts or documents of any na- 
ture whatsovcr belonging to or 
dealing with the affairs of the So- 
cUty. He shall be in charge of dis- 
iiursemcnts and shall receive and 
deposit all sums accruing to the 
Society, giving receipts for the 
same. 

(D) Elections, which now 'reads 

The President shall be elected 
annually between the 1st day of 
March and the I3th day of March, 
by a ballot of all the members of 
the Society. He sholl be nominated 
by any fifty members. Such nomi- 
nations shall be presented in writ- 
ing to the Secretary at lea.st ten 
days before the date of the election 
and published by him In the 
"McGill Daily" at least one week 
before the date of election. 
Shall be amended to rrad 
The President shall be elected 
annually between the 1st day of 
March and the 15th day of March, 
by a ballot of all the members of 
the Society. He shall be nominated 
by any one hundred members. 
Such nominations shall be pre- 
sented In writing to the Secretary 
at least 10 days before the date 
of the election atid published in 
the "McGill Daily" at least one 
week before the date of election.

The President sliall take office at 
the beginning of the fiscal year. 
In the event of resignation, the 
Students' Executive Council shall 
decide on a date for the election of 
a successor, the procedure of elec- 
tion being similar to that used In 
the case of tlic regular election. The 
successor so appointed shall hold 
office until the end of the fiscal 
year. 

Shall be amended to read 

The President shall take office at 
the beginning of the fiscal year, 
July 1st. In the event of resigna- 
tion, the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil shall decide on a date for the 
election of a successor, the proce- 
dure of election being similar to 
that used in the case of the regular 
election. The succwsor so appointed 
shall hold office until the end of 
the fiscal year.

Musk'Ox Scientists Stage 
Tests to Find Endurance 



Winnipeg, Man., Feb. II, 194S— 
(CUP) — (The foUoiuing is a re- 
port from The Afonitoban's re- 
porter ill Churchit(.> 

Weird things arc happening 
nearly every day here at base 
headquarters of exercise Musk-ox 
at Churchill. Manitoba. Men arc 
seen panting around an airstrip 
loaded with packs and heavy boots, 
or they are perceived indoors lying 
down awaiting the sound of a bell 
at the end of Ihe hour, when they 
jump up to contort themselves into 
various shapes before reclining 
once more for another sixty min- 
utes when they repeat the process. 

True, it would seem queer to the 
layman, and sometimes does to the 
camp personnel, but to the medical 
corps It is merely a part of the 
routine endurance tests being given 
to the men of the Musk-ox moving 
force, which leaves Churchill on 
Kcb. I t oil (he 3100 mile arctic trek 
to Edmonlim. 

Heading the medical corps in 
these examinations are Captain R. 
A. MacBcth, 1044 medical graduate 
from the University of Alberta, 



now base medical officer. Captain 
n. R. M. Croomcr, class of 1043 at 
Toronto Medical School, now medi- 
col officer of the moving force, 
and Captain A. M. Bryons, also of 
the class of 1943 ab Toronto. The 
latter two serve in the Paratroop 
Corps in connection with their du- 
ties in Tlic Royal Canadian Army 
Medlcol Corps. These men super- 
vise the administering of innocula- 
tions and vaccinations (or dipthc- 
ria, tciunus, smallpox, and typhoid 
to the men of Musk-ox. 

At present, however, it Is a group 
of distinguished Canadian and 
United States scientists which Is 
causing all the unusual incidents 
here. Three Rhodes Scholars are 
included in the party headed by 
Doctor, now Colonel Robert John- 
son of the U.S. Army and Harvard 
Univcrtily. The .'cluilars arc Dr. F. 
H. L. Taylor, an a;y:oL-iale in the 
research of medicine at Harvard 
and chief of the department of Bio- 
chemistry, who otbained his B.Sc. 
at the University of Saskatchewan 
in 1022, his M.Sc, at the same col-

The Students' Society wiU recon- 
vene today in The Union Ballroom 
to consider changes and subamend- 
ments to the Society's constitution 
dl.scussion for which was begun at 
a meeting held last Thursday. The 
meeting is scheduled to get under 
way at S p.m. will be under the 
chairmanship of Richard J. Balfour, 
President of the Students' Society. 

Last Thursday the Society dealt 
with a number of the first articles 
of the constitution and then, on a 
motion from the floor dealt with 
Article Vm Section 1. which deals 
with the number of student-signa* 
turcs necessary for calling a gen- 
eral meeting of the Students' So- 
ciety. Two amendments were on 
the floor at the beginning of the 
discussion, which was highlighted 
first by the withdrawal of a sub- 
amendment by W. Ornstein calling 
for a list of 200 signatures to hold 
a society meeting. The original 
amendment by H. A. Richter for 
the Students' Executive Council 
calling for 1,500 names was then 
contested by C. Fox and EUS 
Undergraduate Society, calling for 
250 names. Fox's sub-amendment 
was defeated and a compromise 
suggestion of 300 also met defeat. 
Final compromise was then reach- 
ed by an amendment for the floor 
calling for 500 names. 

TODAY'S MEETING 

Today's meeting will be concern- 
ed with the remainder of Article 
VIH, dealing with the Students' 
Society quorum. Other amend- 
ments include plans for an ex- 
tension, of the Students' Executive 
Council to represent all such fac- 
ulties as have have îilthèrto to been 
unrepresented 'on the Council. Also 
discussed will be a subamcndment 
from The Engineering Undergrad- 
uate Society calling for the ex- 
tension of the Managing Board of 
The Daily from three editors to 
three editors and three elected rep- 
resentatives. 

Other amendments on the floor 
for today's meeting include sug- 
gestions to open to the students at 
large certain meetings of the Stud- 
ents' Executive Council, and plans 
calling for an alteration of the 
voting system at McGill to allow 
co-eds to vote in their respective 
faculties rather than for one RVC 
delegate: to; the Councll^^ jf' :

Documentaries 

Those who attended yesterday afternoon's 
Film Society meeting learnt some very interest- 
ing facts about documentary films. Mr. Ernst 
' Borncmann of the National Film Board of Can- 
ada, who spoke at tlic meeting certainly has the 
necessary background to make his lecture in- 
teresting. 

When one hears about llic making of these 
films and sees a few examples of such work by 
various nations, as the Film Society Audience 
could yesterday, one realizes the tremendous 
possibilities of documentary films. Here, with 
out any necessary falso emotions and "happy 
endings", a real, true story can be told. The 
stirring developments and achievements of 
human endeavor can be portrayed calmly. 

Today, with the world becoming more and 
more interested in international affairs, doca 
mentaries will certainly play an increasingly 
important part, not only in educating and 
enlightening one particular nation, but in draW' 
ing together the peoples of the world, thus giv 
ing .them, an insight into the problems and an 
tmdërstanding of the achievements of their 
neighbors. While feature films are today the 
blatant agents for pleasantly unmolested 
thoughtlessness, documentaries can hold an 
audience by the mere presentation of facts. 
Feature films have usually to invent an irre- 
levant story to hold the audience to the drug 
of escapism; documchtiaries depend on the 
ti-utlifuhicfs of their producers. So far, \vc arc 
glad to find, documentaries proiliiced in the 
English-speaking worl dat least (wc have not 
seen others and would therefore not judge) are 
keeping up a good reputation and thus promise 
a future for truthful and factual report 
ing— C. JV. • ■ ■

Post War Literature 

Several years ago, Dorothy Thompson, speaking to 
the givdiiates ot McGill, told them, "After the last 

'''j'^S^Tl^Hpn .^""^'^ to build a new and bet 
îer world, but our teachers and parents didn't let 
us." And that was the theme of the writing of the 
twenties that came under the heading of serious lit- 
erature. The frustration of the aftermath ot the war 
to end wars and usher in universal democracy hit 
the writers ot that period hard, and the result was 
Dreiser, Farrel, Dos Passes and the poetry and writ- 
ing ot the I^st Generation. 

The decade before this war saw Karl Marx come 
into his own, and the writers were busy showing 
how the various parts of "The System" were corrupt 
and ^decadent These were the years ot Steinbeck, 
Faulknerr Wolfe, Hernlngway and the whole school of 
proletarian literature. Most of these writers had 
learned to write under the post Zola naturalist and 
expressionist school of Ezra Pound, but did not 
achieve fanie until the thirties. 

During these twenty years the only positive notes 
in the writing were struck by the liberation of the 
libido in the twenties, and the resurgence of faith at 
the time of the Spanish Civil War In the mid thirties. 
Then came the second world conflict, and escape 
and opposition writing were once again the order ot 
the day. 

With the ending ot the war. the question arises, 
"Whore Is creative writing heading now?" And the 
answer seems to lie with another pupil of Hegel, and 
contemporary of Marx— Soren Kierkegaard. Paris, that 
core from which most art systems seem to spread 
and diffuse, Is now in the throes ot the problem ot 
"Existentialism", and by the articles and stories ap- 
pearing In British and American avanteguard writ- 
ing, these countries will in the next ten years w'it- 
ncEs the popularization ot that school of writing. 
Roughly speaking, its main cohcem.is with the pro- 
blem of human guilt tor the. mess. we're in. In living 
in this present society with 'Itifexploitatlon and 
mechanization and corruption, "How much guilt Is 
mine?" is the current problem. 

Kaffka was the man who in the mid-twentles, with 
his works "The Trial". "The Castle" and "Amerika", 
first postulated the problem In a striking literary 
form, and with the translation ot his work Into all 
the European languages the Influence Is spreading. 
The long poem that has been running in this column 
for the past four weeks was based on this very theme. 
It dealt with the answer of the prophet-revolutionary, 
the man In the gutter, thé student, the teacher-pro- 
fessor, and the artist to the question ot "What Is my 
guilt in living In the present time?", wIth.lU only 
personal affirmation being the possible realized Ideal 
that seems possible to all of us, barring some of the 
ignorance and bigotry and rampant poverty and ex- 
ploitation extant 

Since the problem inz its allied forms has been 
bothering men from before the time ot jiob's com- 
plaints, it is an indication that the coming literature 
will be on a higher plane than the regionally and 
historically conditioned writing of the present period. 
In addition those two giants ot the twentieUi cen- 
tury—Joyce "Ullyscs and Proust" A La Recherche du 
Temps Perdus— are becoming better known; and 
thus, though the level of writing on' the Book of the 
Month Club's listing is of a poorer enllbre than ever 
I can remember, the future is not too bleak. In addi- 
tion the writing of Ncco, Sllone, Malraux and Mar- 
tin duChard has kept the Ideal of socialist humanism 
alight even in the darkest hours of this half century 
—and this too has a leaven of hope for future writing.

Dear Sir:— I would like to highly 
oenunend the action ot Mr. Om- 
steln and Mr. Shector in withdraw- 
ing the ;I<JPA su1>-aroendment to 
the Constitution. It the meeting on 
Wednesday can be conducted In 
this same spirit ot compromise now 
that even the vaguest suspicion of 
pressure group action has been 
eliminated,, it will. I ,hope. be pos- 
sible to complete all the work on 
the Agenda in a calm and more 
dignified manner. 

The whole "quorum" Issue is now 
raised above partisan levels and re- 
solves into an objective choice of 
which figure (500 or 250) Is the best 
for the McGill Students Society as 
a whole. The chief objective to a 
high quorum Is that it might deny 
small groups the right and opport- 
unity of obtaining a Ijearing. This, 
however, I believe, is a misunder- 
standing of the "principle of Stud- 
ent-self-government for every stu- 
dent on this campus has his elect- 
ed representative to whom personal 
or small faculty problems may be 
referred tor action and it should be 
only on matters oit the widest in- 
terest and uUnost importance that 
Student Society meetings should 
be summoned. 

For the same reasons these meet- 
ings should be representative of as 
high a percentage ot the Students 
Body as possible for the opinions 
or actions decided uponj(weK con- 
sidered' to be the expresslon'ot'the 
whole undergraduate body regard- 
less of whether they attended the 
meeting or not 

From figures obtained from the 
Registrar's Office, approximately 
4,144 students attend lectures on 
the Montreal campus and are elt 
gible to take part in these meet 
ings. Ot these a quorum of 250 
would represent 5.9 per cent while 
the figure of 500 proposed by the 
Students Executive Council repre- 
sents 11.8 per cent Both ot these 
percentages are obviously very low 
and naturally one Is only halt that 
ot the other. Taking also Into con 
sideratlon the fact that at the most 
important and well publicized meet 
ing ot the year, namely, that held 
last Thursday, oiHy 450 (approx.) 
turned out, I should like to suggest 
perhaps a compromise figure of 
350, which represents 8.3 per cent, 
of the Student body, might be moV' 
cd at tomorrow's meeting. I would 
combine the factor ot tcasibillty 
with the widely held desire to make 
the results of these Student Society 
meetings more truly expressive of 
the Undergraduate body as 
whole. .

Nor did he 
confine himself to national Umits 
but stressed the international need 
for interpretratlon of our different 
ways through this medium; 

Because of his wide experience 
Mr. Bornemann was - also able to 
acquaint us with^.somejot the finèr 
points in the production'^ of a Doc' 
umenlary film. Having no plot of 
its own, it must depend upon photo 
graphy and cutting to put the story 
across and forget tho usual dnemat 
ic tricks employed in feature pic 
lures. , • 

To illustrate his words he show 
ed "New Towns For Old'; BrlUsJi 
"Lake Carrier" American and 
"Flight 6" Canadian. 

"New Towns For Old" relied on 
its audience knowing how miser 
able slu/ns can be. Yet it was to 
the point and did convince that 
planning Is necessary. 

'Xako Carriers" was the story of 
Great Lake freighters bringing ore 
to the steel mills. It vividly plctur 
ed the lake traffic but missed out 
In showing its Importance to the 
American national lite. 

"Fl^t 6", a tale of trans-conti- 
nental and trans-oceanic air mall 
did not wander from its central 
theme of "communications" but 
also managed to include the human 
side too.

lege in 1824, and his Ph.D. at Wis- 
consin in 1928; Colonel W. Hurst, 
who won his scholarship at Sas- 
katchewan University in 1922, , and 
Dr. Johnson himself. 

Dr. Johnson, it may be remem- 
bered, originated the Harvard step 
end pack test which is frequently 
used for endurance examinations. 
He summarized his work at Musk- 
ox by stating that, "At Fort Nelson, 
as In Churchill, . we will evaluate 
the physical litiiess of the men by 

bio-chemlcal methods and the Har- 
vard pack test." Thus, the J^culiar 
antics of the men may be attri- 
buted to his research. 

Dr. Johnson Is a graduate of the 
University of Washington, Seattle, 
where with the cla^s of 1931 he ob- 
tained a B.Sc. in chemistry. As a 
Rhodes Scholar he attended Oxford 
University for the subsequent four 
years and obtained his B,A. in 
psychology and Ph.D. in bio- 
cliemistry. Then, from 1936 to 1941 
he, studied at Harvard Medical 
'School and is liow the assistant 
professor of Industrial psychology 
there. • 

This group of men- had, In. their 
ewn words, ."An ,. ea^ i afternoon 
off," last Friday. Tîiey examined 
about 40 natives— Indians who live 
near Churchill— in a series of medi- 
cal and X-ray tests. The patients, 
whose ages range from one year to 
nl>out 66, as one man said, volun- 
tarily submitted themselves to the 
learned doctors In the. Interests of 
science. Tlie majority of men, 
women and children, who require 
the use of an interpreter as they 
do not speak English, gaze In be 
wilderment at the machines that 
civilized man has brought to them. 
Or perhaps they are spellbound by 
the presence of the consultant of 
the Department of Medical Re 
search to the Director General of 
Medical Services of the Canadian 
Army. He is Lt-Col. Robert Kark, 
a South African, who obtained his 
B.A, at Capetown University, be- 
came a member of the Royal Col- 
lege of Physians at the University 
of London (Guy's Hospital) and 
who took a post graduate course 
at Harvard University. Now he is 
working In conjunction with Col. 
Johnson's scientists and is doing 
research work at Churchill. 

Yes, to the Indians and to the 
layman, all this may seem queer, 
but to the men at Musk-ox, to the 
'.Medical Corps, and to the visiting 
aclentlsls it is all In a day's work.

This proposal recommended to 
the E.I.C. council that it put Into 
operation the necessary machinery 
to establish an employment bureau 
in each of its local branches whose 
purpose It shall be to prepare lists 
of jobs' available for student en 
gineers. Moreover that these bur- 
eaus assume the responsibility of 
launching a strong publicity prO' 
gram to Impress upon employers 
the Importance of maintaining stU' 
dent engineers In employment dur 
ing the summer vacations and that 
these students be not necessarily 
employed in production work only, 
but that they be given all possible 
cooperation, and opportunities to 
broaden their knowledge of the in 
dustry or plant in which they hap- 
pen* to be employed.
